NDER tue influence of the Torrid Zone, in 
an iflead enriched with the molt abundant 
efforts of nature, Mr, Colville had for fome years 
relided. The family of the Colvilles had, for 
upwards of a century, enjoyed a very confidera- 
sje eftate in Barbadoes. Blett in the pofleffion of 
a lovely woman, and two charming children, the 
pledges of her affzttion, Mr. Colville, engaged 
yn the joint concern of a hufband and a planter, 
knew not a pang. Colville-Hall was fituated on 
the brow of afmalleminence: the fields around 
in a ftate of the higheft vegetation, with the 
works and mills intermixed, agreeably blended 
Jeafures with intereft.

Often would he, in the generous effufions 
of his heart, exclaim, ‘ Unhappy children of 
fervitude! doomed as ye are to drink deep of the 
bitter cup of adverfity, yet fhall (as far as in my 
power lies) the ingredients of lenity and compal- 
fion fweeten the drsught.”” Was there a negro 
feized with illnefs, Mrs. Colville’s kind hand ad 
miniftered relief: was one of thema mother, the 
infant was nurtured with all the attention of par- 
ental folicitude. ‘Their atts of charity were the 
theme of the neighborhood. 

William and Lowifa, their only children, were, 
under their parents’ care, “daily ripening into 
perfection. William had attained his thirteenth 
ycir, and his parents now began deeply to con- 
fider concerning the completion of bis inftruction, 
Mr. Colville had received his education at Eton, 
and had there imbibed thole principles of human- 
ity and honor, which shone forth in every aétion 
of his life. This feminary his former attachment 
pointed out asa proper place for the completion 
of his fon’s education. William was already maf- 
ter of all the leffer branches of puerile kaow- 
ledge; but a larger fcope than Barbadoes could 
alord, was neceflary for the acquifition of more 
important feiences. His departure for England 
wes finaily determined upon, and a parent’s grief 
for the temporary lofs of a child was amply com- 
peniated by the anticipation of his returning with 
amore perfect knowledge of letters and of the 
world, The attachment of the flaves to the fam- 
aly was ftrikingly exemplitied on the eve of Wil- 
liam’s departure :~~not an eye but glificned, not 
a tongue but poured forth ejaculations foxhis wel. 
fare. The finer fibres of fefibility muft be ex- 


quifitely affeéted by fuch a fcene; a father, his |

ing leave of a dariing fon—the whole groupe in 
tears—the fon begging his parents’ blefing-—the 
little infants of the different flaves clinging around 
him with all the ardor of diGnteretted affection. 
Kindred fouls! though nature has caft ye in her 
rougheit mould, yet do ye often appear much 
more refpeStable in the drama than characters of 
a whiter hoe: while I have pitied the hardnefs of 
your lot, { have frequently envied the refinement 
of your feelings. May your race fee better days, 
and may the memory of that man, who exerts 
himfelf in fo laudable a caufe, be for ever @ngrav- 
en on the table of every honeft heart as the ben- 
efactor of mankind! You, Colville, rendered 
their fhackles as light as the innate goodnets of 
your heart could devife: but, worthy man, flav- 
ery is, do what you pleafe, a bitter pill; “it is 
thou, Liberty, thrice fweet and gracious god- 
defs, whom all in public or in private worthip, 
whofe tatte'is grateful, and ever will be fo, ull 
nature herfelf fhall change; no tint of words can 
{pot thy {nowy mantle, or chemic power turn thy 
{ceptre into iron !”’ 

‘The charge of William’s condu& during the 
different vacations at Eton was afligned to a dilt- 
ant relation of Mr. Colville, who refided in Ea- 
gland, and who had frequently exprefled an ear- 
neXt defire of fhewing attention to any branch of 
the family. 

The feafon now approached when property in 
a Weit-India ifland requires a confiderable degree 
of care and circumfpefion. Mr. Colville had, 
from his long refidence in the ifland, acquired a 
perfect knowledge of the fyftem of the Yigereat 
tpecies of cultivation, and had confequently been 
generally blefled (as far as the weather permitted) 
with abundantcrops. This year feemed to infure 
a plentiful harveit. Frequently would he, with 
a domettic eye, aicely calculate his expectations ; 
frequently anticipate the advantages he fhould 
reap: nor did this proceed from avarice; no-—it 
was not the calculation of a mifer, but the fond 
expectation of a parent-—the generous idea of 
rearing his family in eafe and affluence gave rife 
to thele reflections, But wayward fate was hov- 
ening over his head, and the ftorm that threacen- 
ed the profperity of his family was about to burt 
forth. Short-fighted mortals! lulled by an ideal 
opiate, we grafp at happinefs, and find if but a 
fhadow. Haplefs Colville! the {werd is fufpend- 
ed over you witha filken thread: ag you have 
tafted the fweets of profperity, you muft now, in 
return, drink deep from the cup of adverfity ! 

The lovely Louifa nad ju attained her four- 
teenth year. Toanelegant form was added a 
moit bewitching countenance : nor were the grac- 
es of her perfon in any degree fuperior to the ac- 
complifhmeats of her mind. Her mother had in- 
{pected her education wich the moft {crutinizing 
ee and had inftruéted her in every 

ranch that was requifite to render her an accom- 
plithed woman. She danced gracefully, and play- 
ed admirably. Nor had Mrs. Colville omitted 
the inftru€tion of; more domeftic concerns: the

ground-work of domettic felicity. Colville-Hall 
had been invaribly a feat of hofpitality: Mr. and 
Mrs. Colville both delighted ‘in the pleafures of 
fociety. Louifa partook ofall the gaieties and 
amufements the ifland of Barbadoes could afford : 
and when public entertainments were at a fland, 
private balls and concerts were frequently going 
forward at Colville-Hall. Thefe little recrea- 
tions Mr. Colville, ftom the extent of his proper- 
ty in the ifland, could well afford. The mof 
favorable accounts of William’s proceedings at 
Eton, together with his improvements, ferved 
greatly to augment the felicity of the family. 

is letters to his mother and fifter were penned iy 
a perfeét ftile of epiftolary elegance; thofe to his 
father were written with a careful difplay of claf- 
fical acquifitions. ‘Thefe efforts ia the fon were 
highly Lectering tothe father. Mr. Colville had, 
in his younger years, facrificed pee A to the 
Mufes; and had in many of his produétions ex- 
hibited proofs of an elegant and claffical genius + 
he was a man of erodition, without pedantry ; 
and a man of letters, without oftentation:—his 
feleétion of books ftamped him a fcholar, his ape 
plication of thema gentleman. His excellont ad- 
vice to a neighbor, who had juft taken poffeffion 
of an eftate in Barbadoes, concerning the treat- 
ment of flaves, does honor to his philanthropy : 
«* Treat them,” faid he, ‘‘ with candor, probity, 
and tendernefs, and they will return them tenford 
in all their intercourfe with you; as on the other 
hand, they feldom fail to retort the contrary 
treatment with fevere ufury-—nor are they to be 
blamed. * In all their dealings with che eteg 
ans, they find themfelves impofed upon in the 
grofleft manner; in a manner not fit to be prac- 
tifed even with brutes. Their fenfibility is quick, 
and their paflions ungoverned, perhaps ungov- 
ernable. How then can it be wondered at, that 
they make returns in kind, whenever they find 
any Opportunity, and become the moft dangerous 
enemies? Whereas, if thefe paffions were attach- 
ed by good treatment, they would be the moft 
affectionate, fteady, and careful friends. | {peak 
from experience. I treat them as rational crea- 
tures, and they behave as fuch to me, I never 
deceive them, and they never deceive me; I do 
them all the offices in my power, and they return 
them manifold. Is thort, I prattife to them the 
behavior which I with to meet from them, and 
am never difappointed. All the evils which have 
been fuffered from them have proceeded from the 
unhappy error of thinking ourfelves poflefled of 
a fuperiority over them, which nature, that is, 
heaven, has not given us: they are our fellow 
creatures, and, in geaeral, above our level in the 
virtues which give real pre-eminence, however 
defpichbly we may think of, and injurioufly we 
treat them.” 

Every thing feemed toconfpire to render this 
family completely happy—but unannoyed felicity 
is not for us !—

fion---it was noi tragic, for he was evidently endeavoring 
to fupprefs a laugh: in a few feconds the attendant nobles 
appeared to be affeéted in the fame manarr ; and the beaut- 
cous Cordelia, who was reclined upon a crimfon couch, 
opening her eyes to fee whet oceafioned the interruption, 
leaped from the fofa ; and, with the majelty of Englaud, the 
gallant Albany, and tough old Kent, ran loughing off the:

THE VENTRILOQUIST. 


A Ventiiloquift is a perfon who, by drawing the air ice 
to the lungs, has the power of {peaking inwardly. 
Hence the compailion of the term, from ventan, the bel- 
ly, and Logur, to fpeak. By means of chis Gngular qual. 
ity, he poffeiies a peculiar art of forming his fpeech, and 
of modit ying his voice fo as to feem to proceed from any 
direétion or diftance. 
One of the moft eminent in this fingular art was Louis 
Brabant, vdtet de chambre to Francis I. of France. He

Tharfday laft being the Anniverfary of American Inde- 
pendence, the fame was‘celebraied in this city wath the 
ateft eclat. The Uniform Companies affembied is 
oadway at ra o’clo*k, and from theuce proceeded thro’ 
paul Pear! aud Wall ficets to the Bauery, where 
they were reviewed by Gencials Hamihtoa aad Clarklon, 
Hughes, Stevens, &c after which the evclutious and firings 
were commenced and gone thro’ with accuracy and pro- 
Priety, amid the, plaudits of the moft crouded aliemblage 
of citizens ever witnelfed on a fimilar occafion, 

The different Societies alfembied on the Battery at 1 
o'clock, and proceeded thio’ Beaver, Broad, Walk and 
William ftreets to ite Siick Church, where the Declaration 
of Independence was read by’ Samuel Burrowe, and an 
Oration dilivered by Saimucl L. Mitchel

By the Prefident of the United States of America 
A PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas by an aét of the Congrefs of the United States, 
patied the ninth day of February laf, entitled ** an a& fur- 
ther to fufpend the Commercial lutercourfe between the 
V. States aad France.and the dependencies thereof,” it is 
provided, That amy time after the pafling of this ad, it 
fhall be lawful for the Prefident of the United States, if he 


the United Siates, by bis order, to remit and difcontinue 
for the time being the réftraints and prokib: ions by the 
faid a€t impoled euher with refpect to the Frenco Repub 
lic or to any ifland, port or place belonging vo the fad 
Republic, with which a commercial iniercourle may fafe- 
ly be renewed, and allo to revoke fuch order, whenever 
ia his opinion the inierefl of the Unued States hall require ; 
and he is authorized to make Proclamation thereot accord- 
ingly. 

And Whereas the arrangements which have been made at 
St. Domingo for the fafety of the commerce of the United 
States, for the admiffion of American veflels mto cerain 
ports of that ifland, do in my opinion render it expedient 
and for the intéereRt of she United States to renew a com- 
mercjal intercourfe with fuch ports. 

Therefore | JOHN ADAMS, Prefident of the United 
States, by virtue of the powers vefted in me by the above 
recited att, do hereby :emit and difcontinue the reftraints 
and prohibitions therein contained, within the limis and 
ne the réguldtions here following, to wit: 

. ht thall be lawful for veffels whith have departed or 
met "depart from the ‘United States, to enter the ports of 
Cape Francois and Port Republicain, formes!y called Port- 
au-Prince, in the faid ifland of Saint Domingo, 6n and after 
the aft day of Auguft next. 

2, No vellel fhail be cleared for any other port in St 
Domingo than Cape Francois and Port Republicain, 

3 Ic hhall be lawful for veffsls which fhall enter the 
ports of Cape Francois and Port Republicsin after the gift 
day of July next, to depart from thence to any other port 
in faid Pfland, between Moate Clrifli’ an the north, and 
Petit Goave on the weft; provided it be done with the 
confent of the government of St. Domingo, and purfuant 
to certificates or paffports expreffing fuch confem, figned 
by the Conful General of the United States, or Conful re- 
fiding at the port of departure. 

4 All veijeis failing in contravention of thefe regulations, 
will be out of the proteGion of the United States, and be 
moreover liable to capture, feizure and confiscation.
